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REMARKS

1. Claim Rejections- 35 U.S.C.S1Q1 
Claims 19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S,C. 101 because the claimed 



invention is directed to non -statutory subject matter, specifically, as directed to an abstract 
idea. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that Claims 19 and 22 have been canceled. Consequently, the 
Examiner's rejection is no longer applicable. 

JL Allowable Subj ect Matter
